Puzzle pieces 


Scientists at Hagerman 
Horse Quarry revise ideas 
about ancient ecosystem

HAGERMAN - Trying to figure out 
what the Hagerman Horse Quarry’s 
ecosystem looked like 3.2 million years 
ago is a bit like putting together a puzzle 
that’s missing most of its pieces. 

That's just the challenge scientists at 
the Hagerman Fossil Beds National 
Monument have been facing this sum- 
mer after the horse quarry was 
reopened for excavation in May - the 
first rime official work has been done on 
the site since 1968. 

“We’re really trying to understand the 
broader context and the big picture," 
national monument paleontologist Greg 
McDonald said. 

When workers from the Smithsonian 
Instinite first excavated the site in 1930, 
scientists were more focused on collect- 
ing large numbers of bones from big- 
game animals, not on what the entire 
ecosystem looked like and how it fit 
together.

“You wanted to go after the big crit- 
ters," McDonald said. “(But) the snails; 
die frogs, the clams are part of the story, 
too. Everything from the smallest to the 
biggest are part of that ecosystem." 

The horse quarry, on a bluff above the 
Snake River about two miles west of 
Hagerman, is known worldwide for its 
quantity of-Plioccno-cra horse speci- 
mens. 

“It definitely falls under the category 
of embarrassment of riches," McDonald 
said. 

The species, named the Hagerman 
Horse, resembled a zebra and lived in 
the area about 3.2 million years ago, 
McDonald said. So far this summer, 
crews have extracted 14 of these horse 
Please see QUARRY.

Gem Democrats 
accuse GOP of 
wrongdoing in 
’94 campaign 


TWIN FALLS - Idaho Democrats are 
accusing state Republicans of having 
accepted foreign-linked campaign funds 
and arc demanding their counterparts 
return the money. 

They say a last-minute infusion of 
funds from the national Republican com- 
mittee allowed Republican Helen 
-Chenoweth to unseat incumbent 
Democrat Larry LaRocco during the 
1994 1st Congressional District race. 

Republicans call the Democrats’ man- 
date “totally ludicrous,” A congressional 
hearing on foreign contributions contin- 
ues in Washington, D.C. 

"These are just allegations,” said 
Andrew Arulanandam, executive direc- 
tor of the Idaho Republican Party. 
“Integrity is a big issue to us and our 
executive committee and we will make 
up our mind when the time comes, if it is 
found to be illegal." 

Nationally, both parties have returned 
illegal foreign contributions; the 
Republicans returned $102,000 and the 
Democrats have returned $2.8 million. 
The Democrats said they hired an inde- 
pendent auditing firm and criticize 
Republicans’ use of in-house auditors. 

“If the National Republican Party isn’t 
going to take responsibility for this ille- 
gal foreign contribution, then the Idaho 
Republican Party and the other 14 states 
should take responsibility for this 
money,” said Karen White, executive 
director of the Idaho Democratic Party. 

White faxed copies of national newspa- 
per articles and f : cl era I financial disclo- 
sure documents to The Timcs-Nvws 
Monday to state her case. The docu- 
ments, confirmed by the Federal 
Election Commission Tuesday, showed 
the Republican National State Election 
Committee transferred money to 
Republican committees in various states, 
including Idaho, shortly after a GOP 
think tank received a $1.6 million com- 
mercial bank loan. 

According to the Post, the Senate 
Democrats' documents show Hong Kong 
businessman Atnbrous Tung Young put 
up certificates of deposit to guarantee a

Thousands welcome 
wagons at trail’s end

SALT LAKE CITY — A mod- 
ern-day wagon train reenacting 
the Mormon migration to the 
West readied its final desdnation 
Tuesday, greeted by thousands of 
celebrants on the 150th anniver- 
sary of the first pioneer trek. 

The grand entrance to cheers, 
bands playing and choirs singing 
was nothing like the arrival of pin-, 
neers who peered out over an 
empty desert valley in 1847. 

But Mormon Church President 
Gordon B. Hinckley told die hun- 
dreds of sunburned and scruffy 
travelers who followed die 1,000- 
mile trail from Omaha, Neb., that 
their 97-day effort to relive the 
past had captured the imagina- 
tions of millions. 

“You've done something really 
extraordinary ... you have experi- 
enced in a very real way much of 
the hardships of a century-and-a- 
hnlf ago," said Hinckley, the 87- 
year-old grandson of a Mormon 
pioneer. 

A crowd estimated at between 
25,000 and 50,000 swarmed litis 

is the Place Sta te Park to g reet 

the wagon train as it emerged 
from the same canyon in the 
Wasatdi Mountains that the first 
company of pioneers followed 
into the valley on the same day 
150 years ago.

Governor offers plan

BOISE — Gov. Phil Ban 
Tuesday called for -restoration of 
some flexibility to judges and die 
parole board in dealing with non- 
violent crime as he unveiled the 
results of his one-man search for 
ways to rein in Idaho's spiraling 
prison budget.

Rain falls from coast to coast with heavy downpours in East

Rain was scattered from southern California all the 
way across the nation to Virginia Tuesday, with 
heavy rain in the Ohio Valley and the Southeast 

Thunderstorms developed during the heat of the 
day from southern Illinois and Kentucky through 
West Virginia and into Virginia and North Carolina, 
with occasional gusty wind and large hail. Rainfall 
was estimated at 2 inches an hour in eastern 
Kentucky. 

The rain and thunderstorms were expected to 
move north into Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 

Across the Southwest, light rain showers were scat- 
tered across southern California through the south- 
ern tip of Nevada into Arizona and parts of New 
Mexico.. 

Flash flood watches were issued for the northern

tank, the National Policy Forum. 
' They say the loan enabled the 
think tank to pay back $1.6 mil- 
lion to the Republican National 
- Committee on Oct. 20, 1994. 
According to FEC records, the 
think tank gave the Republican 
committee $1.6 million in three 
payments on Oct. 20, 1994. FEC 
records also show that on the 
same day, the Republican com- 
mittee cut a check to the Idaho 
Republican State Central 
Committee for $50,000. 
Subsequent checks issued by the 
national Republican committee 
went to the Idaho Republicans for 
$10,000 on Oct. 28 and another 
$10,000 on Nov. 2 
Democratic candidates in Idaho 
received just $20,000 in the 1994 
election from the National 
Democratic Party, White said. 
The Idaho Democratic Party 
received $10,000 on Aug 30, 1994, 
and subsequent contributions of 
$5,000 in September and another 
$5,000 later, she said. 

The contributions "didn’t come 


as late (in the campaign) as the 
Republicans’ money came," 
White said. 

White said she didn’t know if 
any foreign-linkcd funds were 
given to Idaho Democratic candi- 
dates. 

"Not that I'm aware of. I don’t 
believe so. I’m not aware of any 
Democrat taking any contribu- 
tions at all," White said. She said 
if there were any, with all the 
attention paid to foreign fund- 
raising recently, "Pm sure I would 
have heard about it by now." 

A National Democratic Party 
official said there is no way of 
knowing whether any foreign 
funds reached Idaho. 

“We didn’t review contribu- 
tions to the state parties,” said 
Steve Langdon, spokesman for 
the National Democratic Parly. 
“That money came from many 
sources over a long period of 
time."

Continued from A1 ■ 
nor, “only by immediately reduc- 
ing lengths of stay in prison.” 

The governor also suggested 
hiring additional probation and 
parole officers to give judges and 
the parole board more confidence 
in the likely success of people 
released from custody and cre- 
ation of a so-called drug court 
with expensive treatment pro- 
grams, on an experimental basis, 
to handle convicts with drug or 
alcohol problems. 

Both, however, cost money.and 
Batt said it would be up to law- 
makers to decide whether they 
wanted to spend it. He specifical- 
ly said he had no interest in 
boosting prison expenditures 
even more than they hove been 
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rising in the past several years. 

Batt said that by providing the 
Legislature with his plan early so 
it can be digested, he believes at 
least some of his recommenda- 
tions will be adopted. 

But he also conceded that while 
an optimist he questioned 
. whether the state with its sub- 
stantial population growth would 
ever see its expenditures on pris- 
ons actually decline. 

Idaho’s tough stand against 
crime is responsible for its low 
crime rate, he said, and while the 
price has been high “we’ve 
bought a lot of safety with it." 

But Batt has repeatedly decried 
the fact the exploding prison bud- 
get is siphoning cash away from 
education and other programs.

skulls, and a 15th was discovered 
Monday but was still embedded 
in the rocky cliff Tuesday. 

But what excites McDonald 
even more titan a mass of skulls 
are discoveries that arc shedding 
light on what the area’s ecosys- 
tem looked like. 

With help from radiologists, 
paleontologists, sedimentologists 
and geologists, it’s now known 
the horse quarry wasn’t a sink- 
hole or bog as previously 
thought. From studying the sand, 
silt and clay, scientists now 
believe a river ran through the 
quarry. 

“This is beginning to look more 
like a broad, shallow river that 
was about 1 1/2 feet deep,” 
McDonald said. 

Fossils from water dwellers 
such as turtles, frogs, water birds, 
beavers and muskrats, and from 
grazers such as mastodons, lla- 
mas, camels and horses support 
the theory that a healthy river 
system once ran through the 
quarry.

“It’s amazing what new infor- 
mation can do to your traditional 
way of thinking," McDonald said. 

But as it now appears the quar- 
ry wasn’t once' a bog or sinkhole, 
McDonald said, scientists are try- 
ing to guess “why so many indi- 
viduals are in one spot." 

The site may have been near a 
breeding area where horses often 
died in competition for mates, or 
maybe the horses’ migration 
route passed through the quarry. 
The site even could have been 
dose to a water hole where ani- 
mals frequently die during 
droughts, he said. 

Grappling with these theories 
is something McDonald and at 
least 30 seasonal and full-time 
workers are excited to do. 

Brad Abbott, an earth sriencc 
teacher at Centennial High 
School in Meridian, was at the 
site unearthing bones Tuesday to 
“kill two birds with one stone.” 

The Boise State University 
graduate was gathering informa- 
tion for his students and earning 
a credit as well. 


“As an earth sdence teacher, I 
want to give my students the be-st 
exposure to the subject," Abbott 
said. “They'll eat this stuff up. 
They’ll love this.” 

Along with Abbott, who’s at 
the site for the week, numerous 
volunteers and staff members 
from all over the United States 
and Canada ore helping with the 
excavation. A veterinarian from 
Denmark has visited the project 
twice to try to discover whether 
Pliocene-era horses had a lower- 
leg disease that hobbles so many 
of today’s horses, McDonald said. 

“We’ve been having great suc- 
cess with the entire project," 
McDonald said. “These are the 
types of things people dream 
about doing.” 

A 550,000 grant from Canon 
USA made the project possible, 
and McDonald hopes future 
funding will allow a team to con- 
tinue working on the site so inter- 
ested people can learn about the 
ancient area. 

“To me, the most important 
thing to tell people coming 


through here is to see the science 
... to understand the process that 
led us to those conclusions," he 
said.

The celebration continues 
through the week, including 
Thursday’s annual Pioneer Day 
holiday, one of the largest region- 
al holidays in the country.

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In *a letter read to the crowd, 
President Clinton sent the wagon 
train his greetings, calling the 
Mormon pioneer story a lesson in 
hard work and faith. 

After the arrival of the 800 
people driving a caravan of 62 
wagons, some 60 horses and two 
dozen handcarts, family mem- 
bers rushed to greet the weary 
travelers. 

“Pm thrilled and full of satis- 
faction. He really wanted to do 
this,” said Donetta Bennion after 
getting a kiss on the cheek from 
her sunburned, unshaven hus- 
band, Mervin, who rode a horse 
and buggy the entire distance. 
“He was bom 150 years too late." 

The 66-year-old retired 
mechanical engineer said he had 
always wanted to see what his 
great-grandparents had seen 
when they crossed the Great 
Plains in wagons and handcarts. 

“It has been the most wonder- 
ful experience of my life," he 
said. 

Indeed, die trek was a religious 
pilgrimage for many. 

"In the beginning I came to 
support my wife, but on my first 
30-miie dayl felt I wus^upposed 
to be here,” said Aron wisp, a 
53-year-old interior decorator 
from Napa, Calif. “I received 
inspiration of how it must have, 
felt" for the early pioneers. 

The reunion scene contrasted 
the melancholy atmosphere of 
trekkers bidding farewell before 
the wagon broke camp on Little 
Mountain and descended into 


Emigration Canyon on Tuesday 
morning. i 

“I’m glad the walking ahd 
camping will be over, but (leav- 
ing die group) will be a real let- 
down," said Harmonic Race; of 
Taylorsville. 

She and her husband, Robert, 
and three children pulled a hand- 
cart from Casper, Wyo. 

But spirits of wagon train par- 
ticipants visibly rose as canyon 
residents lined the road, shout- 
ing, “Welcome home," and hand- 
ed out fruit and drinks to the 
trekkers and riders. 

Hinckley said the extensive 
media coverage of the wagon 
train has told the stoiy about the 
Mormon migration to millions of 
viewers and readers. 

The missionary-minded church 
has used the event to tell the 
world that Mormonism is not a 
cult of polygamists, but. a 
Christian religion gaining wide- 
spread acceptance. 

From its founding by Joseph 
Smith in 1830 in upstate New 
York, the church has grown to 9.7 
million members, more than half 
of those living outside the United 
States;-, — : — 

Hinckley predicted die sesqui- 
centennial wagon train may be 
the last. 

“I doubt that it will ever be 
repeated,” he said. “There is.so 
much of regulation ... I think this 
will only increase in the years; to 
come and make less likely a 
replication of what you have 
done.”

Groups begin animal protection drive 

SACRAMENTO, Calif. — A coalition of seven animal protection 
groups is launching a petition campaign to let California voters 
decide whether to outlaw cruel animal traps and certain poisons.

Deficit on track to hit lowest point since 70s 

WASHINGTON — The hearty economy poured tax revenue into 
government coffers in June, slashing the deficit for the first nine 
months of fiscal 1997 to S10.9 billion and setting the stage for the 
smallest shortfall since the late 1970s. 

The government finished June with a monthly surplus of S54.S 
billion, higher than analysts had predicted following a record 
S93.9 billion surplus in April. 

In June, quarterly taxes paid by businesses and investors were 
due, and a booming economy and stock market are credited for 
the grcater-than-expected receipts. 

So far in fiscal 1997, which began Oct. 1, individual income 
taxes have brought the government 13.8 pereent more, and corpo- 
rate taxes 8 percent more, than in the first three quarters of 1996. 

Senate bars abortion coverage for workers 

WASHINGTON — Federal employees who want abortions 
would have to continue paying out of their own pockets for most 
of them under a measure the Senate approved Tuesday as part of 
a $25.2 billion spending bill. 

The amendment, approved 54-45, “would permit federal 
employee health plans to cover abortion only in die cases of rape, 
incest and threats to the life of the mother,” said Sen. Mike 
DeWine, R-Ohio, who sponsored it. 

The ban has been in force since 1984, except for 1994 and 1995. 

Congress’ female custodians want same pay 

WASHINGTON — For years, Florine Mickens watched her 
male counterparts get higher pay, even when they picked up die 
same feather duster and doth to dean congressional offices. 

She and her female co-workers grew steadily angrier that men 
earned $1 an hour more for what they believed was roughly the 
same work.

Technician finds 
basis for FDA’s 
fen-phen alert 

FARGO, N.D. (AP) — 
Something strange was going on. 

Twice in the same day, techni- 
cian Pam Ruff looked at the 
grainy images on the video 
screen and saw women whose 
hearts had deformed valves 
unlike any she had .ever seen 
before. 

' Ruff is not a doctor, suggesting 
a cause for the extremely rare 
deformities isn’t her job. But she 
was curious, so she talked to the 
women. 

Both, it turned out, were on a 
combination of diet drugs known 
as fen-phen. 

“Right then, I thought, 
'Something smells wrong here,’" 
said Ruff, an echocardiogram 
sonographer at McritCarc 
Medical Center. 

That hunch three years ago 
ended up forming the basis of a 
study at MeritCare and at the 
Mayo Clinic that suggests fen- 
phen causes serious heart and 
lung damage. 

This month the Food and Drug 
Administration warned patients 
to get their doctors’ advice before 
continuing the combination of 
fenfluramine and phentermine, 
and asked doctors to report any 
heart valve abnormalities. 

The FDA is reviewing 49 cases 
of heart damage, 10 of which 
needed surgery. At least two 
patients have died in cases 
linked to fen-phen. 

Though the FDA has never • 
approved taking fenfluramine 
and phentermine together, an 
estimated 6 million Americans

used them together last year. 

Doctors say more research is 
needed to prove whether the 
drugs cause heart or lung prob- 
lems, and many physicians say 
some risk may be necessary 
when trying to help severely 
obese people. Drug manufactur- 
ers have said that the results are 
inconclusive but that they do not 
recommend combining the drugs. 

Ruff, who holds a bachelor’s 
degree in biology, has worked at 
the clinic since 1988. She had 
never seen the deformities 


before she saw the two women, 
who had been referred by differ- 
ent doctors on the same day in 
1994. 

For months afterward, she 
kept seeing other patients turn 
up with the deformities, captured 
on her video monitor with ultra- 
sound equipment that shows a 
patient’s beating heart. And all 
were taking the two drugs. 

At that point, she approached 
cardiologists, but there was a 
“healthy dose of skepticism," 
said Dr. Jack Crary, a cardiolo- 


gist who eventually co-wrote the 
fen-phen study. 

“There was a lot of debate 
among the doctors about whether 
this meant anything or not,” said 
Dr. Bruce Pitts, medical director 
of quality management for 
MeritCare. "But clearly, as time 
went by and more cases were 
observed, it tended to confirm 
her suspicions." 

For another two years, Ruff 
and other sonographers kept 
detailed patient records. By 1996, 
the number with heart valve 
abnormalities had grown to near- 
ly two dozen, all of whom were 
on fen-phen. 

By then, doctors were “95 per- 
cent convinced,” Crary said. They 
worked with colleagues at the 
Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minn., 
for their study of 24 patients. 

“When we looked back at all 
the patients, it was like reading 
the same story over and over 
again,” Crary said. 

In a healthy heart, the valves 
regulate the movement of blood 
from one chamber to another. 
The valves of the women in the 
study were enlarged dramatical- 
ly, preventing them from opening 
and closing normally and inter- 
fering with circulation. 

The only previously known 
cases of such deformities were in 
patients with tumors in their 
intestinal tracts or those poi- 
soned by ergot, a fungus occa- 
sionally found on wheat or tyc.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Students 
shouldn’t be forced to partidpato in 
group prayer inside the classroom, 
but neither should classmates be 
kept from engaging in it, supporters 
of a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment said Tuesday. 

Schoolchildren are exposed to 
ideas they or their parents dis- 
agree with every day, said Rep. 
Ernest Istook, author of the mea- 
sure. Voluntary prayer wouldn’t 
be treated any differently under 
the proposed “Religious Freedom 
Amendment,” he told a House 
subcommittee. 


Today, court misinterpretations 
of the First Amendment have 
abridged the ri^ht of students and 
others to religious expression in 
school and cm other public proper- 
ty, Istook, R-OkltL, asserted. 

“We seek a constitutional 
amendment because (he courts 
have left us no other choice,” 
Istook told the House Judiciary 
subcommittee on the 
Constitution. The amendment 
“represents a consensus by those 
who share the public’s belief that 
our courts have often become 
hostile to religions, placing barri- 


ers to religious expression which 
do not exist for other forms of 
free speech.” 

Opponents said the Constitution 
already guarantees freedom of reli- 
gion, and suggested that the 
amendment is a tool of the reli- 
gious right that could end up 
restricting religious freedom, not 
expanding it. Furthermore, 
America’s schoolchildren are not 
the targets of widespread religious 
persecution, and the measure 
would pit members of religious 
minorities against the Christian 
majority, they said.

MOSCOW — A woman who lost three family members in a crash 
near New Meadows says she was devastated to hear the drunken dri- 
ver who caused the accident could get as little three years in prison. 

“You never get over it," Dianna Olson said. “Your life's changed 
forever." 

Her daughter, Kristina, husband Dennis Barnett, and their 6- 
month-old son, Justin, died on Oct. 6, 1996. Their car was broadsided 
by a pickup driven by 36-year-old Douglas Dixon of New Meadows. 

Dixon pleaded guilty to three felony counts of manslaughter. He is’ 
scheduled for sentencing on Aug. 5. Dixon allegedly ran a stop sign, 
but was not injured. 

Farmers end marketing tax refund option 

BOISE — Idaho barley producers have overwhelmingly voted to 
end offering refunds of the crop assessment that finances research 
and marketing and was a bone of contention when that commodi- 
ty commission Was created nine years ago. 

The Barley Commission announced 82 percent of die growers 
voting in this year’s referendum favored eliminating the option of 
being refunded, on request, the twocent-per-hundredweight levy 
that generates about $500,000 a year. 

Repeal of die refund provision dears the way for die commis- 
sion to begin collecting the assessment on barley imported into 
Idaho from jurisdictions that do not impose a similar tax — pri- 
marily Canada. 

Steve Johnson, executive director of the Idaho Groin Producers 
Assodation, has pointed out that in the first 15 months after the 
North American Free Trade Agreement was signed, wheat 
imports to Idaho jumped 400 percent. 

Homeowners to get flood recovery help

Batt spokesman Frank Lockwood said owners of the more than 
200 homes damaged by the raging waters will qualify for low- 
interest loans and in some cases direct cash assistance. 

A report by the Federal Emergency Management Agency sent 
to President Clinton earlier this month indicated that while over 
250 homes were affected by flood water only 35 sustained serious 
damage. 

Grazing lawsuit filed by billionaire dismissed

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Idaho inmates locked down after riot 


BOISE. (AP) — Authorities 
locked down 101 inmates from 
Idaho Tuesday after using tear gas 
to quell a mini -riot in three dormi- 
tories at a privately run Louisiana 
detention center where the prison- 
ers caused tens of thousands of dol- 
lars in damage. 

Basil c Detention Center Warden 
Richard Wall described the inci- 
dent as “a minor disturbance that 
was taken care of relatively quick- 
ly and without injury." 

In a statement issued by the 
Idaho Department of Correction, 
Wall said the cause of the disrup- 


tion remained unclear. 

“Several Idaho inmates had 
been unhappy about being at the 
detention center and had been 
meeting with prison officials to 
address those concerns,” Wall said 
in the statement. 

The disruption began shortly 
after midnight and took about an 
hour to put down. One Louisiana 
inmate was also involved in the 
incident with the Idaho inmates, 
who are among 300 transferred to 
the Louisiana facility in the past 
month because of overcrowding in 
the Idaho prison system. 


It was the second disturbance 
involving Idaho inmates in 10 days. 
At least a dozen, and possibly four 
dozen, staged a sit-down protest on 
July 12 to demand larger servings of 
vegetables at meals. They refused to 
return to their dormitories from an 
outside recreation for about an hour. 
Prison officials agreed to provide 
larger vegetable servings. 

Wall said the latest incident 
began when the Idaho inmates 
“started verbally acting up in one 
of the center’s dormitories. After 
defying orders from security, they 
began destroying beds, light fix- 


tures, windows, microwaves and 
televisions. 

“Inmates in two other dormito- 
ries also began destroying proper- 
ty Wall said. • 

It ended after tear gas was 
pumped into the three dormitories. 
Officials estimated damage at 
about S35.000. The inmates 
involved were isolated in adminis- 
trative segregation. 

Sixty percent of Basile’s inmate 
population is from Idaho. Wall said 
the other 200 Idaho inmates not 
involved in the disruption arc on a 
normal routine and meal schedule. 


Initial liquor transport 


contract almost sealed 


BOISE (AP) — For the first 
time since Prohibition ended in 
1933, the state Liquor Dispensary 
is complying with Idaho’s open- 
bidding laws. 

It figures to save taxpayer 
money in the process. 

State officials discussed mak- 
ing the change for more than a 
year and a half and now are dose 
to scaling a contract with a com- 
pany that has bid to deliver 
liquor across the state. 

The Meridian-based company, 
Ida-Tran Freight Systems, 
already handles most of the busi- 
ness along with four smaller play- 
ers. But Ida-Tran and other carri- 
ers for years have been hired 
without competitive bidding, a 
violation of state law. 

Open bidding is designed to 
ensure that agencies get the best 
price and do not offer sweetheart 
deals to friends or relatives- 

Dyke Nally, Liquor Dispensary 
superintendent, had promised 
the bidding procedure would be 


in place by January 1996. But a 
state legislative audit last 
October found the agency had 
not followed tlirough. 

This time it has, state officials 
said Afonday. 

Bids went out in March and state 
purchasing officials recently 
deemed Ida-Tran’s offer the best 
deal. The company is expected to 
sign a contract soon, said Gerry 
Silvester, a senior purchasing officer. 

The $500,000-plus contract 
should save the state money, 
Nally said. It calls for an average 
delivery price of $1.07 for a case 
of liquor, slightly less than what 
the state now pays. 

The contract also is expected to 
result in more timely delivery, 
and it will allow the state to save 
on paperwork by dealing with 
only one company statewide, 
Nally said. 

Ida-Tran will deliver about 
500,000 cases of liquor a year . 
from the state’s Boise warehouse 
to 147 state-operated stores from 


Sandpoint to Pocatello. 

Nally said staff changes are to 
blame for the year-and-a-half 
delay in putting the contract to 
bid. One key employee left with 


his work unfinished. 

"I’m not happy about the 
amount of time it took, but we’ve 
been very thorough and have a 
good contract in place," he said.

As reported in The New York Times, 
liere are the proposed new requirements 
for not being an employee: 

1) There should be a written contract - 
between the worker and the company. 
(Watch the corporations stretch that defi- 
nition in court, including union contracts.) 

2) The worker has a principal place of 
business that is not the company’s (try piz- 
za delivery folks, truck drivers, painters, 
carpenters, caterers - anyone who has to 
leave die main office to do his or her job) 
or the worker is not required to work ex- 
clusively for the company (good luck to all 
of you holding down two jobs). 

Got it? Now, if you pass those two tests ' 
and any of the following apply to you, 
watch out: 

3) The worker has “a significant invest- 
ment in assets and/or training” (heads up, 
computer jocks), the worker is paid pri- 
marily on commission (presumably in- 
cluding tips), the worker has significant 
unreimbursed expenses (try transporta- 
tion) or the worker’s service is for a spe- 
cific amount of time to complete a specif- 
ic task.

In January, die guess here was 
Gingrich wouldn't last a year as 
speaker. New prediction: He’s out 
by November. And no one will 
miss Newt's fiery comet more 
than drama-seeking newsies. 

Sure, Gingrich will smooth 
over his dysfunctional family, 
padfy the plotters. Maybe like 
the movie's Don Corleone he’ll 
obey the gangland axiom: "Keep 
your friends dose, your enemies 
closer."

Mir crew prepares for return 


MOSCOW (AP) — At Tong last, 
the crew of the Mir space station 
spent a quiet day in orbit 
Tuesday, beginning preparations 
for a long goodbye from the 
spacecraft after a wild and unfor* 
- gcttablc ride. 

Russia’s defense minister, Igor 
Sergeyev, said the crew had “set 
the record for the number of 
troubles that have occurred,” but 
praised them for their persever- 
ance. Another top defense offi- 
cial was even more upbeat. 

“One should learn to benefit 
from any trouble," Defense 
Council Secretary Yuri Baturin 
said, “and a failure in orbit 
prompts creation of absolutely 
new, unique technology at the 
cosmonauts’ training center." 

The ITAR-Tass news agency, 
which reported the remarks, said 

North Korea 
denies selling 
donated food 

BEIJING (AP) — On the eve of 
food-aid talks with South Korea, 
North Korea angrily denied 
Tuesday it had re-sold donated 
corn meant for its hunger-strick- 
en people. 

South Korea, in a rare moment 
of agreement with its northern 
rival, said it had confirmed North 
Korea’s version of the incident 
behind media reports suggesting 
the North was selling food aid. 

The incident began on July 14, 
when a North Korean ship 
unloaded 1,030 tons of feed com 
at the Japanese port of Aomori. 
The shipment was reported last 
week by the right-wing newspa- 
per Sankci Shimbun, and later by 
other Japanese media. 

Choc Han Chun, a counselor at 
the North Korean Embassy in 
Beijing, said a North Korean 
trading company had shipped the 
grain from China in a commercial 
transaction. He said the Chinese 
seller sent the com through the 
North Korean port of Chongjin 
for commercial reasons. 

The Sankci Shimbun newspa- 
per portrayed the shipment to 
Aomori “ns if we exported the 
maize out of relief supplies,” 
Choe said. 


Baturin didn't say what technolo- 
gy he had in mind. However, he 
added, rather mysteriously, 
“When our crew tests it, we will 
be its sole owners.” 

Any tests of new technology 
will no doubt be left to the next 
Mir crew, which has been 
charged with repairing the dam- 
age the current crew incurred 
when a cargo ship plowed into 
the space station on June 25. 

It was only the worst of many 
mishaps that plagued the crew; 
particularly the two Russian cos- 
monauts, Vasily Tsibliycv and 
Alexander Lazutkin, who have 
coped with fire, oxygen-system 
breakdowns and power outages 
since boarding in February. 

They began health tests and 
physical training Tuesday to get in 
shape for their return, scheduled 


for Aug. 14, Mission Control spokes- 
woman Vera Medvcdkova said. 

“It is a very quiet day for the 
crew,” NASA spokeswoman 
Cathy Watson said. 

American astronaut Michael 
Foale, who is expected to stay on 
board until mid-September, took a 
routine blood test and worked on 
his greenhouse experiments, which 
study the growth of plants in space. 

Medical tests in recent days 
have indicated the health of Mir 
commander Vasily Tsibliycv, who 
had suffered from an irregular 
heartbeat, has returned to nor- 
mal, Medvcdkova said. 

Russian space officials have derid- 
ed that a fresh crew will be better 
trained and better fit, pliysi rally and 
mentally, to carry out an arduous 
spacewalk needed to restore nearly 
full power to the station.

POCATELLO - A Twin Falls resident who 
protested a 10 Commandments monument 
at the Bannock County Courthouse has 
entered into a plea agreement on a sex 
charge. 

Andrew Albanese, 40, did not admit guilt, 
but acknowledged he most likely would be 
convicted of battery with intent to commit a 
lewd and lascivious act. 

Sixth District Judge William Woodland 
scheduled sentencing for Sept. 2. Albanese 
could receive up to 15 years in prison and a 
$50,000 fine. 

He originally was charged with sexual 
abuse of a female minor while living in 
Pocatello in 1993. 

Albanese is a former Idaho State 
University student who initiated a federal 
lawsuit against Bannock County because of 
the 10 Commandments monument, claiming 
it violated the constitutional separation of 
1 church and state. 

U5. District Judge Edward Lodge allowed 
the monument to remain in place. 

Agency receives federal 
grant to help homeless 

TWIN FALLS - South Central Community 
Action Agency was awarded a $17,937 feder- 
al grant to help the homeless with immediate 
needs and move toward long-term sclf-suffi- 
riency, grant administrators say. 

The agency, which serves low-income fami- 
lies in the Magic Valley, will use the funds to 
aid homeless people with essential services, 
such as food, small auto repairs, bus tickets, 
gasoline, child care and medical expenses, 
said Marlene Yardley with the agency office 
in Twin Falls. 

The funds also go toward the agency’s 
Family Development program, providing 
job and life-skills training to homeless peo- 
ple. Yardley says the program also helps 
families set goals so they can identify how 
they got into their current problems and 
how to avoid them. Last year, 25 families 
were served. 

The money comes from the federal 
Emergency Shelter Grant and is adminis- 
tered by the Idaho Housing and Finance 
Association and the Idaho Homeless 
Coordination Network. 

The independent housing association allo- 
cated a total of 5289,752 to 15 organizations 
in the state.

JEROME - The long-locked door to 
change at the Interstate 84-U.S, 
Highway 93 interchange is about to be 
kicked open, a Jerome County commis- 
sioner leading the effort said Tuesday. 

“Jerome County is going to make 
an announcement to the world," said 
Roy Prescott, referring to a public 
meeting set for 9:30 a.m. Aug. 5 in the

Bridge accident ties up traffic 


TWIN FALLS - A car going tile wrong 
way within the high and narrow con- 
fines of the Perrine Bridge caused a col- 
lision Tuesday afternoon, snarling traf- 
fic but causing only minor injuries, 
according to Idaho State Police. 

Pauline Bartlett, 68, of Jerome, had 
crossed the bridge northbound, and 
stopped to turn around at the observa- 
tion deck pdrking lot, ISP reports said. 
Bartlett told ISP troopers she thought 
the barrier had an opening so she could 
turn into the southbound lanes, the 
report said. 

When Bartlett realized she couldn’t 
turn into the southbound lanes and 
couldn’t turn around she slowed down 
and stopped, facing the wrong way, in 
the inside northbound lane about 
halfway down the bridge, the report 
said. Several cars went around her 
before a pickup driven by William 
Shubert, 38, of Jerome came up, the 


report said. 

Traffic was heavy enough to obscure 
cars ahead, so Shubert didn’t know 
Bartlett’s car was there, the report 
said. 

Shubert, who was traveling about 50 
mph, managed to swerve, but clipped 
the right front corner of Bartlett’s car, 
the report said. His pickup slid sideways 
and climbed to the top of the concrete 
barrier on the outside lane. The collision 
with the barrier - which sits between 
the northbound lanes and a walktvay 
and outer bridge wall - caused the truck 
to roll onto the road. 

Shubert suffered minimal bruises and 
scrapes and a cut on the nose, the report 
said. He was treated for injuries and 
released from Magic Valley Regional 
Medical Center, hospital officials said. 

Bartlett was shaken and upset, but 
uninjured, the report said. 

Clearing the accident und backed-up 
traffic took about two hours, the report 
said.

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Murder suspect had history of mental illness, record of previous anest 


ST. ANTHONY (AP) - The dis- 
abled veteran charged with gun- 
ning down a city councilman in 
the small eastern Idaho town of 
Drummond last weekend has a 
history of mental illness and a 
previous arrest for .attempted 
murder, according to court docu- 
ments. 

The documents did not elabo- 
rate on the mental condition of 
Michael Sheridan, 49, who faces 
a preliminary hearing next 
Tuesday for first-degree murder 
in Che slaying of Cljris Nicndorf, 
42, a former Twin Falls resident. 


on the main street of the town of 
two dozen. 

Sheridan has no record of prob- 
lems with the law since moving to 
Fremont County about two years 
ago. But court documents showed 
that during a background check 
officials discovered he had been 
arrested for attempted murder in 
Wyoming in 1979. 

Sheriff Teny Thompson said it 
appears that charge was dropped 
but is awaiting confirmation from 
Wyoming officials. The incident 
apparendy involved Sheridan and 
a former employer, Thompson said. 


Sheridan has been held with- 
out bond in the county jail since 
his arrest. He is charged with 
pulling his pickup in front of 
Niendorfs van on Saturday night, 
getting out and firing five rounds 
from a semiautomatic handgun 
into the driver’s side windshield 
of the van. , 

Thompson said the investiga- 
tion was continuing, but it 
appeared the shooting was the 
culmination of a disagreement 
between the two over their dogs. 

Niendorfs widow, Twyla, who 
was in the van when her husband 


was murdered, conceded the two 
men had a dispute about their 
dogs and that her husband hud 
threatened to kill Sheridan’s. 

Twyla Niendorf said that as she 
was trying to get out of the von 
during the shooting, Sheridan 
pointed the gun at her. 

“What the hell are you doing?" 
Deputy Butch Thomas quoted her 
as telling Sheridan. “You shot 
him." 

A day before, a deputy went to 
Drummond to try to resolve a 
conflict between the two men 
over dog fights, Thompson said.

"It’s awful sad to think that a 
fight between dogs can get carried 
away this far," the sheriff said 

Found in Sheridan’s pickup 
truck was .45-calibcr ammunition 
that Thomas said appeared to 
match the shells found ar the 
murder scene. 

When Sheridan was first inter- 
rogated late Saturday, Thomas 
said, he was “asking about an 
attorney and was not really giv- 
ing any information until he 
could talk with an attorney.” 


F&G computer crashes again during tag sales 


Planned transplant area may 
not be suitable for grizzlies 


BOISE (AP) — Idaho Fish 
and Game Director Steve 
Mealcy insists the contractor 
providing computer service to 
his agency fix the glitches 
after another attempt to sell 
leftover controlled hunt tags 
failed. 

The agency on Tuesday sus- 
pended the sales once again due 
to a computer failure right after 
the process began. 

The equipment operated by 
GTECH Corp., faltered when 


the number of transactions from 
machines at vendors and Fish 
and Game office exceeded 1,200 
per minute. 

Mealey told GTECH he is 
concerned the department is 
losing credibility over some- 
thing completely out of its con- 
trol. 

He insisted on repairs which 
would make the sale work as 
promised, “at every vendor 
statewide, so that the person in 
Tendoy is treated as fairly as 


someone at Fish and Game head- 
quarters in Boise. As soon as we 
have a target time for the sale to 
run, we’ll get out an announce- 
ment." 

The system floundered last 
Tuesday. 

Fish and Game said GTECH 
made a commitment to work 
around the clock to upgrade or 
replace the computer hardware 
which faltered, reporting every 
two hours as problems are 
resolved. 


HAMILTON, Mont. (AP) — A 
retired Forest Service wilderness 
specialist says lock of habitat in 
the Selway-Bitterroot wilderness 
area he once managed and its 
close proximity to population 
centers could spell disaster for 
the plan to reintroduce grizzlies 
there. 

“Normally, as a wilderness spe- 
cialist, I’d be in 
full support of 
bringing back 
anything,” said 
Ed Bloedel, a 34- 
year Forest Serv- 
ice veteran. 

“I believe in 
the ‘wilderness 
experience* to 
rely on yourself 
and be ready to 
take care of your- 
self in grizzly country. 

“But this plan is not fair to griz- 
zly bears or to us," he said. 

Bloedel was the recreational 
and wilderness staff officer in the 
Bitterroot in the early 1970s and 
was a wilderness management 
specialist for the Forest Service 
in Washington, D.C., from 1983 to 
1987. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service is proposing sending 
three to five bears a year into 
central Idaho’s Selway- 
Bitterroot wilderness for five 
years as part of an effort to 
build an “experimental" popula- 
tion that over ensuing decades 
could grow toward a recovery 
target of 280. 

To make it palatable to Idaho 
officials and those in the reintro- 
duction area, the plan includes a 
unique citizen committee to over- 
see management. 

The core problem with the plan 
is the “enthusiasm of biologists 
rushing towards the end and for- 
getting to determine if there is 
habitat,” Bloedel said. 

“Lots of opposition comes from 


the fear of the animal and fear of 
closures," he said. “My opposi- 
tion comes from lack of habitat 
and close proximity of the popu- 
lation.” 

Bloedel maintains that because 
of restrictions on fire, the area is 
now heavily timbered and there 
are not the openings available for 
the plants and small animals for 
the bears to feed 
on. As a result, 
he says, bears 
will be attracted 
to the populated 
areas of the 
Bitterroot and 
the Clearwater 
vallpys. 

“The lower ele- 
vations in the 
wilderness might 
support some 
bears, but historically the 
Bitterroot Valley is a spring 
range and they will come down,’’ 
Bloedel said. 

That is just what happens in 
Montana’s Bob Marshall 
Wilderness, he said, although 
there is a lot of room for bears to 
roam without encountering pets 
or garbage. 

"If the bears hang only in the 
Selway and stay there they -will

JACKPOT, Nev. - The town is 
one step closer to a cemetery - 
one with a great view. 

Randy Brown, Elko County 
planning and zoning director, and

PHOENK <AP) — The federal 
government is suing an Arizona 
company over fees due for scenic 
flights over the Grand Canyon, 
escalating a growing fight with 
the industry over the fees to 
which tour operations object. 

The lawsuit against Air Grand 
Canyon Inc. seeks payment of the 
fees established by Congress in 
1993, along with a court order 
that would bar the tour operator 
from making further flights with- 
out paying the fees. 

Michael Johns, an assistant 
U.S. attorney, said in announcing 
the lawsuit on Tuesday that Air 
Grand Canyon paid the fees 
through January 1995 but then 
told the National Park Service in 
August 1996 that it had called off 
the payments on the grounds that 
the service lacked authority to 
collect them. 

At $25 per flight carrying 25 or 
fewer passengers and $50 for 
those of 26 or more, Johns said 


Air Grand Canyon owes on esti- 
mated $221,000. 

Filing of the suit was 
announced after business hours 
and Air Grand Canyon couldn't 
be reached for comment. 

The lawsuit was filed at the 
request of the Interior 
Department, which oversees the 
park service and Grand Canyon 
National Park. It came shortly 
after Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., 
asked U.S. Attorney Janet Reno 
and interior Secretary Bruce 
Babbitt to take whatever action is 
needed to collect the fees. 

Air Grand Canyon had been 
told in May that it must pay up 
by May 16 or face possible legal 
action by the U.S. attorney for 
Arizona, Janet Napolitano. 

The air-tour industry has 
argued that the Federal 
Aviation Administration, not the 
park service, is responsible for 
air space regulation over the 
canyon near Arizona’s border 


with Utah and Nevada. 

McCain is expected to hold 
hearings soon on a bill he intro- 
duced this year that would put 
the park service in charge of air 
tourism over all the nation’s fed- 
■ eral parks. The FAA, which is 
part of the Transportation 
Department, would be given veto 
authority only over safety ques- 
tions. 

Air-tour operators argue that 
only 14 percent of the Grand 
Canyon flight corridor is within 
in the park. They also argue that 
their flights are the best way to 
see the canyon without harming 
it. 

Environmentalists and others

EUIIL - Dario Marques pulls a 
sardine from the rock salt in the 
plastic tub and lays the 7-inch 
fish beside the 50 sizzling on the 
charcoal grill. 

Granules of white rock salt fall 
through the grate and onto the 
embers, then pop like small fire- 
crackers. Oil from the fish drips 
onto the hot coals then rises as 
white smoke permeating the air 
with the aroma of barbecued fish. 

The sardines, shipped frozen 
from Portugal, are a treat for the 
Magic Valley’s Portuguese at 
their annual summer picnic. 
Founded in 1982 by Manuel 
Sousa, the picnic is a thank you to 
the community for the 
Celebration of the Holy Spirit 
held each spring in Buhl. That 
celebration includes an auction 
and donations which finance 
each “festa" or celebration in the 
coming year. 

Sunday's picnic, at the Idaho 
Power Co. Clear Lake park, was n 
time for the adults to joke, play 
cards and tell stories about life. 
Young men played soccer. 
Children squealed and laughed 
as they rode a blanket pulled 
down a grassy bank or were 
tossed into the air by their 
friends holding the blanket's ' 
perimeter. 

The fun was mixed with tradi- 
tional foods - homemade corn 
bread and boiled potatoes split 
in half and smeared with red 
pepper sauce - along with ham- 
burgers, tossed salad and soft 
drinks.

“We try to keep some of our 
traditions alive,” said Wendell 
dairyman Adclino Silva.

Batt stands by hospital’s low-interest bonds 


BOISE (AP) — Gov. Phil Batt is 
standing by his decision two 
years ago to sign off on $50 mil- 
lion in low-interest, tax-free 
bonds for Boise’s St. Luke’s 
Regional Medical Center even 
though its charitable, nonprofit 
status has been challenged by 
local officials. 

“I would do the same thing 
again," the governor said. “I do 
think that this is a healthy 
process that the tax-exempt sta- 
tus not only of hospitals by of all 
nonprofits be examined.” 

Batt called it a very complicat- 


ed matter that has presented 
problems for many jurisdictions 
beyond Ada County, where com- 
missioners last week ordered St. 
Luke’s to begin paying property 
taxes of as much as 52'million a 
year. They said the hospital 
makes too much to be a nonprof- 
it charity. 

The hospital has said it will 
“pursue every legal means to 
fight this decision." 

Batt’s Democratic predecessor, 
Cecil Andrus, balked at approv- 
ing tax-free bonding for construc- 
tion projects by St. Luke’s and 
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the other Boise hospital, St. 
Alphonsus Regional Medical 
Center, because both were 
rolling up millions of dollars 
more in revenue than they were 
spending each year. Andrus 
said the tax-subsidized bonds 
only fostered duplication of ser- 
vices between the two hospitals 
that arc only miles apart, he 
said. 

• But within days of taking office 
in 1995, the Republican chief 
executive said he would take the" 
opposite view .and stands by it 
now.

dying for .

TWIN FALLS - In celebration of Julia 
Child’s 85th birthday (Aug. 15), the 
Chocolate Manufacturers Association 
published the recipe for the nationally- 
renowned cook’s birthday cake, a cre- 
ation of Chef Marcel DcSauInicrs of 
Trellis Restaurant in Williamsburg, Va. 
It’s a cake Child says is “cminendy worth 
dying for." 

“OLD-FASHIONED” CHOCOLATE 
LAYER CAKE 
Speckled chocolate cake: 

1/2 pound unsaltcd butter 
2 tablespoons melted unsalted butter 
8 egg yolks 

11/4 cups granulated sugar 
• 6 egg whites 
1 1/2 cups cake flour, sifted 
10 ounces semisweet chocolate, finely 
grated 

Chocolate icing: 

1/2 pound unsalted butter 
3/4 cup unsweetened cocoa 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
4 cups confectioners sugar 
1/3 cup half-and-half 
1 teaspoon pure vanilla extract 
Lightly coat insides of two 9-by-l-l/2- 
inch cake pans with melted butter. Line 
each pan with parchment paper, then 
lightly coat parchment with more melted 
butter. Set aside. Preheat oven to 325 
degrees. 

Heat 1 inch of water in bottom half of 
a double boiler over medium heat. Place 
1/2 pound of butter in top half of double 
boiler. Heat butter slowly, stirring con- 
tinuously until it is melted, but not sepa- 
rated. Remove from heat. 

Place egg yolks and 3/4 cup granulated 
sugar in bowl of electric mixer fitted 
with balloon whip. Whisk on high until 
slightly thickened and lemon-colored, 
about 1 minute. Adjust mixer to low and 
continue to mix while whisking egg 
whites. Whisk egg whites in a large stain- 
less steel bowl until soft peaks form, 
about 3 minutes. Add remaining 1/2 cup 
sugar and continue to whisk until stiff 
but not dry, about 2 to 3 minutes. 

Gradually add flour to egg yolks while 
mixing on low. Add melted butter and 
continue to mix on low for 10 seconds. 
Increase speed to medium and mix for 5 
seconds. Remove bowl from mixer and 
use rubber spatula to thoroughly com- 
bine ingredients. Add a third of beaten 
egg whites and stir to incorporate; gently 
fold in remaining egg white and 8 ounces 
grated chocolate. 

Divide batter between prepared pans, 
spreading evenly, and bake until a tooth- 
pick inserted in center comes out dean, 
about 25 to 30 minutes. Remove cakes 
and cool in pans for 20 minutes. Invert 
cakes onto cake circles; cool to room tem- 
perature, about 20 minutes. Remove 
parchment and refrigerate for 30 minutes. 

To prepare idng, place 1/2 pound but- 
ter, cocoa and salt in bowl of electric 
mixer fitted with a paddle. Cream mix- 
ture on low until thoroughly combined, 
about 3 minutes. Add confectioners’ 
sugar, half-and-half and vanilla. Combine 
on low for 10 seconds, then increase to 
medium and beat for 10 seconds. 
Readjust speed to high and beat until 
icing is light and fluffy, about 3 minutes. 
Remove from mixer and keep at room 
temperature until needed. 

To assemble cake, slice each cake hori- 
zontally into 2 layers of^equal size. Place 
one tablespoon idng in center of cake rir- 
dc. Place a layer of cake onto dab of idng 
and gently press into place. Evenly spread 
3/4 cup of idng over cake layer. Repeat 
steps for remaining three cake layers. 
After fourth (top) cake layer is placed, 
evenly spread remaining idng over top 
and sides of cake. Press reserved 2 ounces 
of grated chocolate into idng on sides of 
cakes, coating evenly. Makes 12 servings.

TWIN FALLS - Joanne Draper, a Twin 
Falls gardener, is the author of “The 
War Against Weeds,” a reflective story 
featured in the August/September 1997 
issue of Birds and Blooms magazine. 

Birds and Blooms, a national maga-

Draper wrote the story about her frus- 
tration with and annual struggle against 
weeds, particularly field bind weed, a 
relative of morning glory that can take 
over a yard or garden if left unattended. 

“I didn’t always know that bind weed 
was the enemy,” Draper wrote. “When I 
first moved into this house I thought my 
yard bloomed with lots of pretty morn- 
ing glories.” 

But after the plants took over the 
yard, Draper realized what she had was 
more insidious. 

“As soon as I pulled them — they had 
roots ten feet long - they popped out of 
the ground again," Draper wrote. “The 
common morning glory is an annual that 
sometimes reseeds itself, while bind

weed is a perennial weed with deep- 
reaching rhizomes." 

Draper, a middle school computer 
teacher in Wendell, came to Twin Falls 
from Grand Forks, N. D., in 1985. She 
said gardening here is a lot different 
from gardening in North Dakota, where 
the soil is black and it rains a lot. 

Grand Forks was filmed on national 
television this- spring, when the Red 
River flooded over the banks with win- 
ter melt and spring rain. In the Magic 
Valley, plants can be set out earlier in 
the spring, but Draper had to get used to 
desert gardening, which means succu- 
lents and irrigation. 

When Draper moved to a new Twin 
Falls home about five years ago, she 
started gardening small, and has added 
new plants to her garden each year. This 
year, she added a rock garden with suc- 
culents, hens and chicks and cactus, plus 
a woodsy comer. Her favorite plants are 
violets and Johnny-Jump-Ups. 

The first week in her new home, 
Draper found a pretty little daisy-like 
plant growing in the yard. It has thrived. 
She has moved starts from it around the 
yard to fill the holes and other problem 
spots. She has gathered seeds for friends 


and relatives. She suggests other gar- 
deners encourage successful plants. 

“You must keep ahead of the weeds, 
bugs, and other problems in your gar- 
den,” she said. “This means you have to 
ahvays be looking over your garden for 
strays.” 

Since bind weed wraps around other 
plants. Draper hesitates to use Round 
Up on it for fear it will kill the preferred 
plants that it is wrapped around. Bind 
weed has long roots that break off and 
seem to sprout 10 more plants from the 
broken root. Draper pulls the bind weed 
out by hand. 

Draper also likes to dead head her 
flowers. That means pinching or cutting 
off the old spent blooms. By doing tills, 
you can keep the flowers blooming till 
frost. 

Draper grows roses, too: The main 
problem people have with roses is prun- . 
ing at the wrong time of year. Roses 
should not be pruned once the leaves 
appear. Other problems with roses are 
bugs or spiders. If ‘they appear (you can 
tell by die curled up leaves), dust your 
roses with rose powder. 

Draper uses potted plants around her 
garden and on her deck and patio.

. slope, making an easy descent 
into the water. As the water 
depth increases, the concrete and 
quartz mixture darkens to blue. 

“Beach entries are good, espe- 
cially if you have small children. 
It works much like a shallow wad- 
ing pool,” says Scott Jones, 
regional manager of the many 
Blue Haven Pools’ offices in Fort 
Worth/Dallas. 

Beach entries necessitate a 
minimum of 10 feet, which adds 
length and cost to the pool price. 
The beautiful surface that looks 
like sand is also twice as expen- 
sive as conventional steps, says 
Barry Pulliam, owner of Pulliam 
Pools in Fort Worth. A small 
beach entry will add $3,000 to the 
cost of a pool, he says. 

• Vanishing edge. Pool design- 
ers have visually pulled the hori- 
zon into the pool by using what 
pool professionals call a vanish- 
ing edge. The far edge of the pool 
seems to disappear, so that the 
pool water and large body of 
water become one. 

“Vanishing edges are not 
cheap,” says Jones, “in part 
because they are new and they 
take more pumps and hydraulics. 
. There is also a special holding 
; tank below eye level on the far 
; side." 

Jones says that vanisliing edges 
add a minimum of $3,500 to the 
cost of the pool and go up from 
there: “Each project is different. 
The cost depends on the engi- 
neering of the yard.” 

In landlocked areas, vanishing- 
edge pools are sometimes used on 
the side of a hill to dramatic 
effect. 


• Lagoons and ponds. Creating 
a natural-looking pool means 
spending lots of money on land- 
scaping and what the builders 
call “water features.” These are 
fountains, spouts, waterfalls and 
walls of water called sheer 
descents that can jack up the 
price of a pool 

Those sylvan grottoes, with a 
freeform pool fed by a waterfall 
and surrounded by palm trees 
and tropical plants, often con- 
sume the entire backyard area. 
Incorporating a gurgling fountain 
that masks traffic noise can add 
$400 to the costs. 

“People are looking for some 
thing different. They want curves 
and turns, raised beams, and a 
water feature to create their own 
little space," says Tom Owen, co- 
owner of Fort Worth-based 
Coleman Custom Pools. 

And more people are incorpo- 
rating their pools into an overall 
design for the entire yard, says 
Barbara Brady of the National 
Spa & Pool Institute. 

“People are looking at pools as 
an extension of their homes, and 
they often have a master plan,” 
Brady says. 

• Face-lifting a ’SOs pool. 
Many folks who have an old pool 
— one constructed when pools 
were rectangular pits sunk in 
the middle of a concrete slab — 
have indulged in the most com- 
mon pool building trend-renova- 
tion. Pools can be updated just 
like kitchens — at a cost, includ- 
ing a huge mess and endless 
hours of construction. The most 
common face lift is adding a 
layer of flagstone over the con- 
crete decking. 

“We’ve converted a lot of these 
pools,” says Pulliam. “We 
redesign them to give them a new 
look, take off the white coping 
(the pool’s edge) and put on brick 
or flagstone." 

Most old pools need surface 
attention. The plaster, “probably 
the weakest link” says Pulliam, 
probably needs resurfacing, and 
the deck usually has cracks. 

Old tile is often in good shape 
unless there has been some 
ground movement. But more 
than likely the orange-and- 
brown Spanish motif is begin- 
ning to look too Brady Bunch-ish 
to keep, and so the tile gets a. 
rehab, too.

The Rocky Mountain Locusts 
have disappeared. Some say 
changes in the environment 
brought on by fanning and ranch- 
ing eliminated them. It’s hard to 
miss them, though, with their first 
cousins, grasshoppers, flitting 
about these days. 

We’ve got bright green ones, 
light brown ones, striped ones 
and white ones. This time of 
year, everything with leaves has 
chew marks - or the leaves are 
stripped off the branches. We 
can’t walk through the grass or 
garden without causing the crea- 
tures to jump up and spread 
their wings in arches across our 
paths. 

Grasshoppers hardly ever lay 
eggs in an irrigated yard or gar- 
den. They usually stay in dry 
areas for that. Eggs hatch in May 
and June, and the nymphs take 
two to three months to grow to 
“dcstructo-sizc.” Adults hang 
around until a hard frost kills 
them. 

Grasshoppers hate a cool, wet 
spring. If it happens around the 
time eggs hatch, some of the 
babies die of the cold. Others suf- 
; fer from diseases that spread in 
moist conditions. The micro- 
sporidian Noscma Locustac can 
kill or weaken grasshoppers, too. 
it is manufactured and sold as a. 
type of microbial insecticide 
under trade names such as 
Scmasporc, Grasshopper Spore 
and NoLo Bait. It kills young 
grasshoppers and slows down the

Orthcne, diazinon and Scvin are 
effective against grasshoppers. 
The best results in our garden 
have been from a powdered 
Scvin preparation dusted on the 
leaves weekly. The white powder 
isn’t pretty on the leaves, but it's 


older ones so that they lay fewer 
eggs and eat less. 

NoLo Bait and other prepara- 
tions are slow to act and not 
effective in the garden. Better to 
put it out in the dry breeding 
areas before migrations occur. 

Blister beetles, robber flics and 
parasitic flies are fond of grass- 
hopper eggs, so don’t step on them. 

Till the garden and disturb the 
soil often and you’ll destroy most 
egg pods that might be there. 
You never know when the 
grasshoppers, over your fence, 
may deride to lay a lew eggs. 

Most breeding does occur out- 
side the yard, so apply insecticides 
there. Besides, there’s less chance 
you’re going to wash it off out . 
there, and you’re less likely to kill 
beneficial insects tending your 
garden. You’d have to spray or 
spread new bait every couple of 
days if you only treated inside the 
fence. 

Keep planted areas well 
watered. Grasshoppers hate it 
wet, you remember. 

In addition to the above baits.

Q: Even though my old central 
nlr conditioner still works, docs 
It moke economic sense to 
replace it with n new one?

Hand-dyed and hand-painted 
fabrics arc becoming increasingly 
popular, not only with fiber 
artists but also with people who 
sew and quilt. 

From subtle .tints to dramatic 
deep colorations, these fabrics 
can provide a unique and con- 
temporary look. Wiole garments 
can be sewn from dyed or paint- 
ed fabrics, or strips can be cut 
and combined with coordinating 
prints and solids that you’ve pur- 
chased. Smaller projects,, such as 
fashion and home accessories, 
are good for beginners. 

If you want to try your hand at 
these techniques, it’s best to shed 
any preconceived ideas about die 
results and enjoy the spontaneity. 

An excellent step-by-step video 
on the art of fabric surface design 
is "Bleach or Dye" by Janet I'ray 
of Highland, Mich.

The dear- 
ly written directions in this book 
apply to fabric for garments and ' 
quilts. The authors give an over- 
view of the possibilities and darify 
some of the different techniques. 

One of the most popular dyes 
on the market is Procion MX in 
powdered form. It’s nontoxic but 
will work only on natural fibers, 
including silk, cotton and rayon. 
Other types of dyes are sold at 
local art stores or are available 
by mail order. 

Here arc some dyeing methods: 

• Immersion dyeing generally 
yields fabric that’s solid in color, 

. or perhaps mottled or graduated 
in shade. It involves a dye bath 
that Is stirred frequently. A dye 
activator called soda ash (sodium 
carbonate) must be added to cre- 
ate a permanent bond between 
dye molecules and the fibers. 

• Direct dyeing produces pat- 


terned or multicolored fabrics. 
Dye solution is poured, sprayed 
or dripped onto presoaked fabric, 
then left to cure in plastic before 
it is rinsed. 

• Tic-dyeing and Shibori arc 
based on pinching, pleating, fold- 
ing, clamping and wrapping to 
create areas where the dye 
doesn’t penetrate. This gives mot- 
tled effects, wavy lines, stripes 
and other patterns.

Other multistage designs use 
a two-speed compressor instead 
of two separate compressors. 
These arc effective in high 
humidity climates with varying 
summer weather conditions. 
You can expect to pay about 25 
to 30 percent more for these 
units' than for a standard single- 
stage unit. 

Variable-output units arc most 
effective with variable-speed 
indoor blowers. The blower 
speed automatically changes to 
match the cooling output 
required. 

Lower-cost single-stage units 
also have SEER’s up to 15 for 
significant electricity savings. 
They provide satisfactory com- 
fort, especially in dry, hot cli- 
mates. In humid climates, con- 
sider installing a dehumidifica- 
tion kit. It has a humidistat to 
control the blower speed for 
more moisture removal.

Q: I try to use natural ventila- 
tion as much us possible, but t 
am afraid that my young chil- 
dren will break through the 
screens. Arc there any tips to 
protect them with the windows 
opened? • R. 0. 

A: Your concern is justified. 
Thousands of children arc hurt 
each year from falling from win- 
dows. Even the strongest fiber- 
glass solar screens are not 
designed to stop a determined 
child from breaking through it. 

First, use safety bars on all 
windows except ones used for 
emergency exits. Never open 
windows more than a few inches 
and use some type of positive 
stop on it. Opening them just a 
few inches provides adequate 
ventilation.

Vaccines can protect dogs from Distemper, Parvovirus infections

At this writing, I still am reflect- 
ing about a fine puppy we lost to 
Distemper virus this past Friday, 
and yet another puppy lost to 
Parvovirus on Thursday. 

Believe me; we veterinarians 
can’t stand losing pets, especially 
when we offer die best treatments 
we have at our disposal. Parvo- 
virus and Distemper virus are 
infectious diseases of dogs we’d 
rather not see anymore, but we 
unfortunately do. When we lose 
these patients, pet owners are sad- 
dened and yes — we veterinarians 
arc disappointed. 

Medical treatment in some of 
these cases may have already 
been ongoing for four or five days. 

, To a pet owner, this already pre- 
sent emotional impact is com- 
pounded by a long, drawn-out 
therapy that can also become 
quite costly. 

It is not unusual for veterinari- 
ans to see a resurgence of Parvo-

virus each spring, and veterinari- 
ans see cases of clinical Distemper 
every so often. I think I speak for 
all veterinarians when I say we’d 
rather do without treating these 
cases medically in favor of early 
dog vaccinations. 

In speaking with infectious dis- 
ease specialists from two colleges 
of veterinary medidine, it seems as 
though pockets of infectious dis- 
ease affect the Canidae (dog fami- 
ly, including wolves and coyotes). 

Although die viruses seem to be 
more active in a warm, humid 
environment, this docs not mean 
that diere have been any sudden 
outbreaks of unusual proportions. 
What it does mean is that there is 
a constant threat to our dogs, and 
an unvaccinatcd pet may break 
with symptoms at random. Early 
pet vaccination is the best defense 
we have. 

Parvovirus infects only die dog 


and pig species with enteritis 
symptoms. However, other spedes, 
even humans, may carry these 
• virus particles to susceptible dogs, 
causing them to become infected. 

In infected puppies we see, the 
dehydration, bodywide sepsis and 
inability to eat and digest cause 
relatively high mortality in 
untreated puppies. We have 
immunostimulants as an aid to 
parvovirus treatment now to 
accompany antibiotics, fluids and 
anticmctics — the usual treat- 
ment in these cases. However, 
depending on how severe the pup- 
pies are diseased, and depending 
on the immune system of the indi- 
vidual, most veterinarians agree 
that the survival rate is 70 to 90 
percent in Parvovirus cnctritis. 

Contrary to Parvovirus, which 
we now have an in-office test kit 
for suspect cases, diere is no reli- 
able quick test for Distemper. 
Clinical symptoms of the patient, 
in combination with the vaccina- 
tion history (or lack of it), con- 
tribute to Distemper’s suspicion.

Distemper has been called the 
“great imitator,” as it may mimic 
entetritis like Parvovirus in the 
encieric stage, a respiratory infec- 
tion in that stage, and rabies once 
it crosses into die nervous system. 
We veterinarians have little suc- 
cess in treatment of Distemper 
virus infection once it has reached 
the neurological stage. 

Dr. John Tyler at the College of 
Veterinary Medicine at Missis- 
sippi State University said most 
modified-live types of vaccines are 
sufficient in protecting these dogs 
from Canine Distemper Virus and 
Canine Parvovirus. Their depend- 
ability may vary according to 
method of administration and 
intervals of puppy vaccinations, 
but your pet’s doctor should have 
a dependable immunization 
schedule to ensure this. 

Outbreaks may even be seen in 
dogs who are mature, when immu- 
nity wanes with time after a vacri- 
nation. Tyler points out that in 
particular, Rottwcillcrs and 
Doberman pinschers have a sus- 


ceptibility to Parvovirus. 

Technology has advanced our 
profession grcady over the past five 
years or so. Once again, tests to con- 
firm Parvovirus can now be done in 
house while a client waits. Refer- 
ence labs are also helpful today in 
diagnosdc verification when sus- 
pect cases of cither Distemper virus 
or Parvovirus appear. 

Of course, the Distemper virus 
in its neurologic phase resembles 
rabies, so whether we’re dis- 
cussing a raccoon or a dog, care 
should be taken in both handling 
and diagnosing. Tyler is quick to 
point out that pet owners and vet- 
erinarians need to keep this possi- 
bility in mind while working with 
these cases, as rabies is unfortu- 
nately still active in areas of the 
United States — another strong 
case for keeping up on these rec- 
ommended vaccinations. 

We veterinarians have good 
vaccines available to us, and it is 
more prudent to vaccinate your 
pet on your veterinarian's sched- 
ule rather than to treat a crisis 


. caused by lack of protection. 

No doubt a good diet, a clean 
and safe environment for your 
pet, along with your pet’s doctor’s 
preventive health recommenda- 
tions will lead to a longer, fuller 
pet life.

A 50-foot philodendron 

Librarian’s lengthy vine festoons elementary school

Tramming the valley’s waste: A ton 
of garbage per person is too much 


WASHINGTON — The books 
say the popular trailing house- 
plant named sweetheart philoden- 
dron grows to four, maybe six feet. 

Ruby Osia likes books — she’s 
a school library media specialist 
. — but in this case she has proven 
them wrong. 

Her philodendron consumes 
some 50 feet, festooning the walls 
of the second-floor library at 
Lyles-Crouch Elementary School 
in Old Town Alexandria, Va. 

• Osia inherited it as a regular- 
sized philodendron when she 
came to the school in 1991. She 
placed it in its present position, 
on a gray metal filing cabinet in 
the center of the room, about 
three years ago. Its 14 inter- 
twined stems eventually flopped 
on the floor, so she trained it like 
n garland until it reached the top 
■ bf the bookshelves lining the 
walls of the library. Some stems 
turned left, toward the window, 
.but most turned right, and began 
their literary journey. After the 
transportation section, the varie- 
gated Philodendron scandens 
moved on to pets, then arts, then 
magic, poetry, jokes and now is 
well through fiction (“Jack and 
the Beanstalk," perhaps). 

The vine grows out of an amaz- 
ingly small container — a 10-inch 
plastic pot — but it has aerial 
roots to absorb airborne moisture 
.and nutrients. 

Osia puts the vine’s heartiness 
•down to contentment: She talks 
•to it a lot and is convinced it lis- 
tens gleefully to the stories she 
reads the children. She also uses 
the vine to teach the tliird, fourth 
and fifth graders about plants, 
allowing them to mist it. 

Osia and teacher Andrea 
Courduvelis also organize an out- 
door vegetable garden at the 
.school that 21 children plant with 
tomatoes and peppers. 

Looking around at her other 
indoor plants — a huge healthy 



Ruby Oslo, an Alexandria, Va., librarian, 
Boston fem, a gigantic and bloom- 
ing calla lily, a sprawling rex 
begonia — Osia’s green thumb is 
betrayed. The philodendron is fed 
sparingly, but she mists the entire 
plant twice a week, even during 
the summer break.

It wasn’t so long ago that the 
only dried beans you could find 
were Great Northerns, limas and 
kidneys.

These beans arc startlingly 
beautiful, richly colored and look 
more like a collection of beauti- 
fully polished semi precious peb- 
bles than something you’d boil 
with bacon. 

> But do they taste as good as 
they look? Since most of these 
arc beans that are rarely found in 
stores, wc bought 16 varieties 
and cooked them as simply as 
possible (water and a little salt, 
covered, in a 250-degree oven). 

Some were quite distinctive. 
For example, die Chestnut bean 
(a strain developed by Tom 
Phipps) not only looks like a 
chestnut — a bright hard brown 
— but has a little of that nut’s 
;.Tonnic bitterness ns well. 

•; Christmas limas are another 
Unusual bean, with a sweet, 

! -almost bready flavor as well as a 
licautiful purple and cream shell 
;lthat retains most of its color in 
•cooking. 

1- And flageolets, one of the stan- 
dard beans of French cooking, 
have a remarkable, almost fishy 


taste similar to green beans. 

But most of the other beans 
offered variations on 'what can 
only be described as a “beany" 
taste — earthy and somewhat 
nutty, delicious and at the same 
time as difficult to describe as 
the taste of a potato. 

In our tasting, the mild beans 
included Bayo, Imperial Cran- 
berry, cannellini, Christmas lima, 
Swedish, New Mexico Appaloosa, 
Tolosana, Garboncito and Ana- 
sazi. The “greener’’-tasting beans 
included Madeira, BorlQtti, fla- 
geolet, Red Calypso and Pueblo. 
Finally, there arc Chestnuts and 
Scarlet Runners, which have a 
pleasant bitter edge.

This year, most Magic Valley 
residents wiil throw out more 
than a ton of garbage. Each fami- 
ly of four will carry at least four 
tons of bottles and boxes, plastic 
bags and wrappers, empty cans 
and spoiled leftovers out to the 
trash can. 

The average Magic Valley 
household pays more than 5100 a 
year for someone to carry away 
its trash and another $40 a year 
for it to be buried in an environ- 
mentally-friendly, leak-proof 
landfill, where it will be covered 
and stored indefinitely - and if it 
weren’t for recycling and com- 
posting, and other waste diver- 
sions, there would be even more 
waste and more expense. 

Saving cans and newspapers 
and cardboard boxes for recy- 
cling certainly helps trim “the 
waste fine," just as regular exer- 
cise will do the same for our mid- 
sections. But only by reducing 
consumption of throw-aways can 
we begin to make real progress at 
getting rid of waste. 

Here arc some exercises that 
are safe to practice in the home: 

• Let grass clippings lie. 
Research by University of Idaho 
master gardeners and others has 
demonstrated that grass clip- 
pings left on the lawn decom- 
pose quickly and do not con- 
tribute to thatch. They actually 
make the lawn healthier by 
returning important nutrients to 
the soil. Leaving grass dippings 
where they lie will save on fertil- 
izer. cash and trips to the land- 
fill. 

• When shopping, try id select 
products with the least amount 
of packaging. Larger quantities 
have a smaller packaging-to- 
product ratio. Cereal in a plastic I 
sack creates less waste than

• Recharge. 

Use recharge- 
able batteries in 
as many battery- 
powered prod- 
ucts as possible, such as remote 
contrpls and portable CD play- 
ers. Americans throw away 2.5 
billion batteries a year. Once 
landfilled, the batteries can cor- 
rode and leach toxic chemicals 
into the earth and groundwater, 
which is one reason why new 
landfills are so expensive. 


• Concentrate. Concentrated 
detergents offer more washes 
from less packaging, than regu- 
lar kinds, and many are avail- 
able in bottles made from recy- 
cled plastic. 

• Buy recycled. Most recycling 
programs are market-driven. Alu- 
minum cans are recycled consis- 
tently because consumers readily 
buy recycled aluminum. To make 
recycling viable, and to expand 
tlie selection of materials being 
recycled, we must seek out and 

support recycled 
products 


work. Look for 
the recycling tri- 
angle on packag- 
ing

Skewer tips: How to avoid unevenly cooked kebabs

Kebabs — cubes of food 
. cooked on a skewer — are quick 
to grill, fun to prepare and serve, 
and perfect for a nutritious sum- 
mertime meal. 

But kebabs present some chal- 
lenges: getting the chunks of soft- 
er vegetables and dense meat to 
finish cocking at the same time, 
and keeping food from breaking 
apart or softening so much that it 
falls off the skewers and into the 
coals. 

With the right equipment and 
some techniques borrowed from 
chefs and other grilling veterans, 
however, even novices con turn 
out perfectly cooked, no-hassle 
kebabs every time. 

One solution is to thread meat 
on one skewer and pur vegeta- 
bles of similar densities on sepa- 
rate skewers. By grilling the meat 
kebabs by themselves for a few 
minutes before adding the veg- 
etable skewers to the grill, each 
comes out cooked to perfection 
— the meat tender and juicy and 
the vegetables crisp-tender. " 

But alternating different ingre- 
dients on the same skewer usual- 
ly makes a more appealing visual 
presentation. 

In that case, says Lizzie Bert, 
" the culinary arts professional for

Chef Mark Dunn of the popu- 
lar Memphis Smoke restaurant 
in Royal Oak, Mich., offers 
these techniques for even cook- 
ing: 

• Make sure that all the pieces 
to be skewered arc relatively 
equal in size. 

• Slightly separate the chunks 
on the skewer, rather than 
squeezing them together. Leaving 
about a quarter-inch between 
them will let the heat cook them 
from the sides as well as the 
edges. 

• If you prefer meat well done 
but don’t want to end up with 
overcooked vegetables, cut the 
meat pieces smaller than the 
vegetables or skewer them sepa- 
rately. 

Skewer selection is another 
important ingredient in successful 
kebab grilling. Don’t skimp; pick 
one that’s large enough and heavy 
enough to support the ingredients 
you’re using, say authors Chris 
Schlesingcr and John Willoughby

Baseball that registers speed coming soon 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - The next time the neigh- 
borhood blowhard pops off about the 90 mph 
fastball he threw in high school, tell him to 
prove it. 

By February, Rawlings Sporting Goods Co. 
expects to have on the market the Radar Ball, 
a baseball that features a small digital display 
between the seams showing how fast it was 
thrown. 

The company displayed the ball this month 
at the National Sporting Goods Association’s 
ann ual convention in Chicago, 

Analysts say the baseball could make mil- 
lions of dollars for Rawlings. It may also break 
millions of hearts of would-be and coulda-been 
major leaguers. 

“There's going to be a lot of fathers who 
have blown egos when they throw in front of 
their sons," Randy Black, vice president of 
marketing for St. Louis-based Rawlings, said 
Tuesday. 

The Radar Ball was invented by 25-year-old 
Dave Zakutin, who experimented with the 
idea of a speed-sensing baseball as his senior 


project at the University of Waterloo in 
Canada. 

Zakutin contacted Rawlings, maker of 
major league baseballs for 20 years, then 
brought down a couple of friends to play catch 
with the ball in front of Rawlings executives. 

The ball has the size and feel of a regulation 
baseball. To use it, the catcher stands (or 
squats) 60 feet, 6 inches from the pitcher, the 
standard distance from pitching rubber to 
home plate. . 

A sensor is built into the baseball that mea- 
sures time from the moment the ball is 
released until it is caught, Black said. A micro- 
processor inside the ball then divides the dis- 
tance by the time and displays a reading in 
mph. 

“You grip it like any of your pitches, you 
throw it, and you get immediate feedback," 
Black said. 

Rawlings also plans a Little League version 
that calculates the speed from 45 feet. And 
the company plans to market a similar soft- 
ball, due in stores by April. 


A fastball’s velocity has been a source of fas- 
cination long before technology was up to 
speed. In the 1940$, Cleveland Indians ace 
Bob Feller snapped off his best fastball while 
a motorcycle zipped by at 100 mph. The fast- 
ball won. 

More recently, radar guns have been the 
preferred means of measurement. But outside 
professional and major colleges, few teams 
can afford the $1,000 price jag for a quality 
radar gun. 

Black said the Radar Ball will retail for 
$34.99 to $39.99, making it affordable for high 
school and American Legion teams, or even 
for use in the back yard. It’s durable enough to 
take the pounding of errant pitches in the dirt 
and off backstops, but because of the technol- 
ogy inside, it can't be hit with a bat. 

As for its accuracy, Rawlings claims the ball 
consistently registers within 1 mph of radar 
guns. The Los Angeles Dodgers and Toronto 
Blue Jays have tried it and liked it, Black said. 
In fact, the Dodgers kept a prototype long 
after it was due back during spring training. 


Down and out: Falcons scrap run-and-shoot 


SUWANEE, Ga. (AP) - Who 
arc those strange guys lining up 
in the Atlanta Falcons offense? A 
tight end? A fullback? They 
haven't been seen in these parts 
in a while. 

When the Falcons fired June 
Jones at the end of last season, 
they also signaled the end of an 
era: The run-and-shoot is dead. 

"I think people are glad to see 
a tight end and two running 
backs out there on the field 


again,” new quarterback Chris 
Chandler said with a smile. 

In the early 1990s, the Falcons 
jumped on the run-and-shoot band- 
wagon, believing it was a logical 
step in the progression of passori- 
ented NFL offenses: scatter 
receivers all over the field and bum 
the defense with short throws. 

Even as some teams began to 
back away from the scheme, 
which features four receivers, 
one running back and no tight 


ends, the Falcons built their 
entire future around it, first 
under Jerry Glnnvillc and then 
Jones, his successor. 

They traded for quarterback 
Jeff George. They filled their ros- 
ter with tiny, possession-type 
receivers. They dumped the tight 
ends and kept just a handful of 
running backs. 

The run-and-shoot piled up 
some impressive statistics, such 
as when George threw for a team- 


record 4,143 yards in 1995 and 
three players had more than 
1,000 receiving yards. Remnants 
of the philosophy still linger in 
nearly every team’s playbook, 
but its weaknesses were exposed 
in Atlanta. 

An unimaginative running 
game. No big, strong receivers to 
make catches over the middle. 
No tight end or fullback to pro- 
vide extra blocking for the quar- 
terback. 


British Open jumbles Ryder Cup picture 


TROON, Scotland - Justin 
Leonard’s victory in the British 
Open and the strong play of Jim 
Ftiryk just about guarantees that 
Tom Kite will have to go for vet- 
eran players when he makes liis 
two captain’s picks for the Ryder 
Cup team. 

With the PGA the only major 
championship left before the 
teams arc determined, the 
United States has an enormously 
talented team but a squad decid- 
edly inexperienced' in the unique 
pressures of Ryder Cup piny. 

Two players moved up the 
rankings at the British Open - 
Leonard and Furyk. Leonard 
made the most dramatic leap, 
going from a shaky 10th - the last 
automatic spot - to third and a 
certain place on the team. 

Furyk inched up from sixth to 
fifth and almost certainly has the 
team made.

Moreover, Kite bus to be con- 
cerned that Phil Mickelson and 
Davis Love III slipped to the 
ninth and 10th spots, respective- 
ly, after their visit to Royal Troon 
and are in danger of falling off 
the team. 

Kite wonts to have as much 
freedom as possible when it 
comes to making his wildcard 
selections and he definitely does 
not want to have to consider 
using picks on Mickelson and 
Love, two players he has been 
assuming would make the team.

Greenspan allays market 
fear of rate hike soon

OIICAGO — You can’t take it with you, 
as the saying goes, but on the other hand, 
leaving it behind can be a major problem 
for survivors too. 

That conundrum was foreseen by promi- 
nent North Shore interior decorator 
Berenice Davis Fligman, who died earlier 
this year. Taking a cue from Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis, who had cut an advanta- 
geous deal with Sotheby’s to handle her 
estate for her children before she died, 
Fligman left instructions to her niece and 
heir, Patsy Kabakcr, to use a local auction 
house to sell her antiques and ensure the 
best price. 

Over a lifetime, Fligman, who had the 
cultivated taste of a museum curator, had 
filled the rooms in her condominium with 
rare and beautiful objects — ranging from 
antique English furniture to early 
American embroidered samplers. But 


there also were the more ordinary pots and 
pans under the sink, cabinets stacked with 
dishes and souvenirs of European trips. 

Kabakcr, who lives in Middleton, Wis., 
arrived with her husband, Richard, took 
one look and, like most people in their situ- 
ation, froze at the task. She had no idea 
how to go about disposing of it all. 

Then she recalled her aunt telling her to 
use Chicago’s Leslie Hindman Auctioneers 
to sell her antiques (“if you use someone in 
New York or Los Angeles, then you have a 
huge shipping expense”). Still, she won- 
dered, “What do we do with the sheets and 
towels and all tliat kind of stuff?” 

Hindman and her staff arrived, soothed 
the Kabakers' worries and took over the 
details, down to suggestions for a good 
place to dine out that evening. 

“Wc were not aware of the full range of 
their services,” said Richard Kabakcr. 
“We envisioned this would be very diffi- 
cult for us. There would be a lot of work 
packing all the clothing we couldn’t sell, 
and that wc would have to dean out the 


apartment. They not only handled all that, 
they even arranged to dean the carpeting 
after everything was moved out." 

Whether the deceased was a prominent 
collector or an aunt who had a few good 
things, putting together an estate sale can 
be a daunting challenge. The main goal, 
say the experts, is for the seller to make 
sure they get a fair amount for the estate, 
and that it is handled quickly and efficient- 
ly- ’ 

If heirs decide professional help is need- 
ed to achieve this end; the main options 
are an auction house or a conducted house 
sale, but often it is difficult to know which 
would do the better job. 

“The heirs, together with the executor of 
the estate, shotdd agree on what is best, 
but the choice all depends on the nature of 
the goods in the house and their quality," 
saia Sean Susanin of Susanin’s 
Auctioneers and Appraisers in Chicago, 
which handles many estate sales.

Utility customer growth slows in 2nd quarter 


BOISE (AP) — Idaho Power Co. 
reports its second-quarter customer 
growth continued its slowing trend as 
new hookups drop off in Boise and 
Pocatclio. 

After the first and second quarters, the 
company had added 3,956 new customers, 
well off the 1996 rate when it gained 5,066 
new accounts in the same period. 


The largest number of new connec- 
tions was in the Meridian area with 818, 
followed by Nampa with 666. The Boise 
area, which normally experiences the 
greatest growth, was third for the first 
two quarters, adding 623 new accounts. 

To the east, Pocatclio gained just 52 new 
customers for the year so far, compared 
with 99 for the first six montiis in 1996. 

The company attributes the slower 
pace to a decrease in housing starts, 


higher mortgage rates and a seasonal 
reduction in people moving to Idaho. 

At the end of the second quarter, the 
utility had Idaho 356,443 residential, 
commercial and industrial accounts. 

Customers have been turning on their 
air conditioners with the current heat 
wave. The summer’s peak demand, set 
July 8 at 8 p.m., was 2,545 megawatts, 
well below last year’s demand of 2,661, 
set at 4 p.m., July 9. 


WASHINGTON - Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan cheered the 
financial markets Tuesday as much by 
what lie did not say as try what he said in 
his key semi-annual testimony to Congress 
on the economy and monetary policy. 

Soon after news of his prepared 
remarks to a House Banking subcommit- 
tee were released as part of his 
Humphrcy-Hawkins testimony, U.S. 
stocks and bond markets soared. The 
Dow Joncs 4 Industrial Average soared 
154.93 points to a record high of 8061.65. 

Greenspan covered a wide range of 
aspects on the economy, from the tight 
labor markets to higher productivity to 
strong demand growth. 

But conspicuously different from his 
February Humphrcy-Hawkins testimony 
were the warnings about the need for 
policy makers to remain vigilant against 
price pressures and take pre-emptive pol- 
icy strikes against potential inflation. 

Indeed, shortly after the February tes- 
timony in which Greenspan repeatedly 
warned about inflation, the Fed voted a: 
at its next policy meeting on March 25 m 
to raise short-term rates a notch. 

Although Greenspan in Tuesday’s testi- 
mony did allude to a tightening down the 
road, there was no urgency to lus warning. 

“I have no doubt that the current 
stance of policy-will need to be changed 
at some point to foster sustainable 
growth and low inflation," he said. 

However, “for the present ... demand 

g rowth docs appear to have moderated,” 
c said. Overly strong demand growth 
and its threat to inflation was cited as a 
key factor driving the Fed’s March tight- 
ening move. 
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Although Greenspan continued to be 
cautious about whether the slowdown in 
demand growth would prove “suffi- 
cient" to avoid pressuring resources a* 
which would implicitly drive the Fed 
toward another rate hike re his com- 
ments were softer than financial mar- 
kets had feared.

“ll would have been cowardly 
not to raise you lo game." ex- 
plained a repentant West. "And I 
had lo respect your double," he 
continued, “even though we would 
have made five hearts.” 

"Five hearts makes, but I don't 
criticize your bidding," consoled 
East. "Unfortunately, 1 cannot say 
the same for your defense. You 
should have found the way to beat 
their doubled game." 

West cashed the diamond king 
and saw the need to shift when 
East followed with the deuce. Un- 
fortunately. he shifted lazily to the 
heart deuce. Taking advantage of 
his opportunity, South took dum- 
my's heart ace and led a diamond 
lo West's ace. West doggedly led 
another heart, but it no longer 
mattered: South ruffed, cashed 
the acc and king of trumps, and , 
led diamonds from dummy. On 
these, he discarded two clubs to 
make his doubled game, limiting 
the defenders to only a spade and 
two diamonds. 

West’s heart' shift at trick two 
was a horrible choice. Partner 
had promised a five-card suit, so it 
was obvious that South had only 
one. Therefore, the only tricks 
that could disappear were in 
clubs. 

West must shift to a club at 
trick two. The clubs block to pre- 
vent a two-trick set; however, the 
defenders get a third-best result 
of too points. It's not as good as 
G50 points for making five hearts 
or 300 points for a two-trick set, 
but much better than minus 590 
points for allowing four spades to 
make.
